Violent Campaign Ends 


Portuguese Voting Expected 
To Produce No Clear Mandate 


LISBON, April 2 (AP).—A 
verbose and violent political cam- 
paign for Portugal’s first genuine 
Parliamentary election in more 
than a generation ended today. 

Midnight was the deadline. The 
Jaw imposed a full day's ban on 
political propaganda tomorrow 
hefore voters go to the polls Sun- 
‘day to.select 263 delegates.to the 
new Assembly of the Republic. 
About 6.5 million Portuguese are 
eligible to vote, in a population 
of about 8.75 million. 

Of the 14 parties listed on the 
ballots, only four were expected 
to win enough support under the 
rules of proportional representa- 

gain seats in the as- 
sembly. 


None of the four parties— 
Socialists, Communists, Popular 
Democrats aid Center Democrats 
—was in a position to gain a 
majority on its own and no clear 
mandate for the nation’s future 
guidance was expected to emerge 
from the vote. 

Political leaders were concerned 
that lack of a mandate would 
deprive a new government of the 
authority needed to deal with 
Portugal's staggering economic 
and social problems.

MADRID, April 23.—One οἱ 
Spain's most prominent political 
exiles and foes of the late Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco τὸν 
turned home today after 40 years 
and was given an official wel- 
come. 

Claudio Sanchez Albornoz. 88. 
arrived here from Buenos Aires 
where he has lived since the end 
of the 1936-39 Civil War. A 
former president of the Repub- 
lican government in exile, he 
was greeted at the airport by 
high-ranking representatives of 
the regime of King Juan Carlos 
and a ioyful crowd of more than 
500. 

Mr. Sanchez Albornoz, ἃ his- 
torian who was rector of Madrid 
University and briefly held the 
office of foreign minister under 
the Spanish Republic, said he 
had come home to see his native 
country for a last time before 
returning to Argentina. 

He was greeted at the airport 
by the chief of protocol of the 
Poreign ini the under 
secretary of education and 
science, a delegation from the 
Royal Academy, relatives and 
friends. 

His return marked another 
step in Spain's efforts towsrd 
creating a new political climate. 

Call for Reconciliation 


Mr. Sanchez Albornoz, an au- 
thority on medieval Spain, looking 
back on the Civil War declared 
in an airport statement: 

“I only have one word—peace. 
We have killed each other too 
much already. Let us reach under- 
standimg under a regime of free- 
dom, ali of us putting into it what 
is necessary from each side of the 
barricade. Forty years are a lot. 
Historically, nothing resists tine, 
everything is transitory and per- 
ishable. Not many people realize 
this in’ Spain. We have to muke 
a new Spain among all Spaniards. 
Iam just an old preacher of 
peace and reconciliation among 
Spaniards.” 

The return of Mr. Sanchez Al- 
bornoz followed by two weeks the 
return of another noted figure of 
Spanish letters, Salvador de Ma- 
dariaga, who is now 89 years old.

Of 5-Year Consumer Policy.

WARSAW, April 22  (WP).— 
After five expensive years of 
making Poland's economy more 
Tesponsive to shoppers and bet- 
ter able to compete in interna- 
tional markets, the country's 
Jeader-hip now expects—and 
needs—to reap the benefits of 
that policy.

FBI Reportedly Had ‘Sources’ 
In U.S. Media, Universities

WASHINGTON, April 28 
(NYT).—The FBI has maintain- 
ed ἃ network of confidential in- 
formers inside major news orga- 
nizations, universities and chari-~ 
table foundations, according to 
documents end other evidence 
obtained by the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence. 


Sources familiar with the 
panel's report on domestic intel- 
ligence operations, to be made 
public Monday, said, however, 
that none of the news reporters 
or other confidential sources 
would be named in the 350-page 
document. 


The bureau's practice of using 
journalists as sources of infor- 
mation was continued at least 
through the end of 1973, the 
sources said, but may have ex~ 
tended beyond that. The FBI is 
understood to have expressed 
concern to the Senate panel that, 
if any of the individuals were 
named in its report, they would 
“dry up” as providers of infor- 
mation. 

Although FBI officials report- 
edly characterized the journalists

Asian Diplomacy and Goals 


The announcement that India and China, 
adversaries for nearly 20 years, are soon to 
exchange ambassadors has inspired 2 burst 
of speculation on its causes and effects. On 
one level, the move is seen as an overdue 
regional accommodation brought about by 
China’s mellowing. India’s access to nuclear 
status and turn to one-person rule. and their 
common interest in reducing trouble along 
the long border and bufter belt between 
them. On another level. the move is seen 
ΒΒ an Indian initiative to gain new leverage 
in dealing with Moscow and Washington, and 
to caltivate the Indian left. On 2 third, 
geopolitical level, the exchange of ambas- 
sadors is being cast as potential harbinger 
of vast change in the world balance of power 
—China’s breaking of one of the supposedly 
strongest links in the chain that Moscow had 
sought to forge around Peking. 

Whatever national or regional considera- 
tions have produced this impending shift 
should become clearer in time, It is striking 
to note, however, how mitch the continuance 
of Sino-Indian strain has been built into 
the policies of other nations, Pakistan and 
to a lesser extent Bangladesh, for instancé, 
have counted heavily on Sino-Indian tension 
to lighten Indian pressure on themselves. 

That India has just responded positively to 
Pakistan's earlier bid to imprové their Bilat- 
eral relations is nonetheless welcome. Surely, 


China's interest—and thelr own—Ites in 
further reconciliation among the nations of 
South Asia. Further hostility there serves 


only the long-standing Soviet effort to con- | 


solidate Aslan influence on its own. The 
United States can only be pleased by the 
emergence of a pattern pointing toward an 
improved atmosphere in the subtontinent 
and a reduced Soviet position thére. 


There is a fundamental sense, nonetheless, 
in which moves dn the Asisn—especially 
South Asian — geopolitical chessboard aré 
really nothing more than theater played by 
the elites to divert the masses ftoin the 
grinding poverty of their daily lives. Diplo- 
macy unquestionably has its value in de- 
terring violence and in cultivating an dtmo- 
sphere in which international cooperation 
can flourish. but it is no substitute for the 
internal resolve needed to tackle the déspér- 
ate problems of survival and modernization.

The festering troubles between Greece and 
Turkey are highly perilous for both countries, 
for stricken Cyprus and for the West's 
defense posture in the Mediterranean.

Gen. Kris Sivara 
Dies, Thailand 


Defense Minister 


BANGKOK, April 23 (Reuters). 
—Gen, Kris Sivara, 63, defense 
minister in Thailand's new co- 
alition government and one of 
the country’s most powerful and 
respected saldier-politicians, died 
today of heart failure. 

His death is a major blow to 
Premier Seni Pramoj, who had 
just finished two weeks of diffi- 
cult bargaining to sort out the 
conflicting claims of the four 
conservative parties in the gov- 
ernment. 

-Mr. Seni fs expected to face 
pressure from coalition partners 
seeking the defense post. a key 
position in this country where 
has long been in- 
volved in politics. 

Gen, Kris had been in a hos- 
pital for a week. He died as his 
Cabinet colleagues. sworn in yes- 
terday. were taking over their 
new jobs, 

The general, who retired last 
October as acting supreme com- 
mander of the armed forces, was 
a Cabinet minister under Field 


.Marshal Thanom Kittikachorn, 


whose military regime. was oust- 
ed by a student-led uprising in 
October. 1973. 

. He was credited with restrain- 
ing senior military officers dur- 
ing the uprising, in which 72 
young Thais were killed in 
clashes with troops and police. 
and with helping persuade the 
milisary rulers to leave the 
country. : 


Gen. Sergei Shtemenko 


MOSCOW, April 23 \(Reuters!. 
—Gen. Sergei Shtemenko, 68, who 
was chief of staff of the Commu- 
nist-bloc Warsaw Pact forces and 
who was believed to have been 
the military organizer of the 1968 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, died 
today. Soviet sources said. There 
was no immediate official confir- 
mation. 

During World War 11 Gen. 

Shtemenko rose rapidly from a 
staff post to become chief of the 
operations division and deputy 
chief of the general steff of the 
Red Army as it rolled back Nazi 
eccupation forers. 
_ To 1948 Stalin appointed him 
chief of the general staff and a 
deputy defense minister, and in 
1952 he was named chief of staff 
of occupation forces in Germany. 
But after the dictator's death m 
1953 he lost all his posts. 

ἘΔ emerged again in 1956. de- 

moted to the rank of lieutenant 
general, His period of .apparent 
disgrace was never explained, but 
it was believed he may have op- 
posed the de-Stalinization policies 
of then Kremlin leader Nikita 
Khrushcher. 
‘ He began to rise again in the 
military hierarchy, serving as 
chief of the army's intelligence 
board in 1959-60. In 1964 he re- 
aitained his wartime post of dep- 
uty chief of staff of the Soviet 
armed forces. 

In 1967 he was appointed chief 
of staff of Warsaw Pact forces in

Swedish Ombudsman Plans 


Probe of Bergman’s Charges

STOCKHOLM, April 3.— 
Sweden's ombudsman today an- 
nounced he would probe charges 
leveled against tax officials by 
fim director Ingmar Bergman, 
who yesterday disclosed he was 
leaving his homeland because of 
alleged harassment by the au- 
thorities. 

The ombudsman, Dif Lundvik, 
said he was particularly interested 
in Mr. Bergman's allegation, in 
an open tetter published by the 
newspaper , that tax 
Officials had offered his lawyer 
ἃ deal, According to Mr. Berg- 
man, this would have involved 
his paying tax of 159 per cent 
on 8. sum received irom 2, Swiss 
film company he owned, 

Mr. Bergman was arrested 
during a theater rehearsal Jan. 
30 and was charged with tex 
fraud in connection with $750,000 
he brought into Sweden from the 
Swiss company. The charges were 
dropped but the government is 
going ahead with claims for taxes 
on the money, 

Leading political and cultural 
figures joined in expressing re- 
fret over Mr. Bergman's decision 
to leave Sweden. 

Premier Olof Palme said. “T am 
deeply sorry if he leaves Sweden, 
partly because of his artistic abili- 
ty and partly because he is 8 
good friend. I hope he will come 
back.” 

Bertil Bokstedt, manager of the 
Royal Opera, said his - decision 
was an “unprecedented catas- 
trophe for the cultural life -of 
Sweden.” : 

“Ingmar Bergman is irreplace- 
able for Swedish films and thea- 
ter," said Dr. Carl Gierow, per- 
manent secretary of the Swedish 
Academy of Letters.

Mr. Sundquist has not Peter 
Firth’s intensity in the role of 
the young boy.

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An Indispensable Guide to Modern Painting 


By Hilton Kramer 


NEw YORE (NYT?.—The read= 
ing of scholarly museum cat- 
alogues is unlikely ever to be- 
come a popular pastime, even 
among the many people who like 
t go to museums and look at 
Pictures, and there is probably 
ho reason why it shouki. It is, 
after all, the pictures—and other 
works of art—that afford us the 
sesthetic revelations and grati- 
theations we seck in muséums, 
and the kind of data commoniy 
te be found in musuem ecata- 
logues is entirely ancillary to the 
aesthetic experience. 

For anyone with an interest in 
such matters, especially where 
modern painting is concerned, 
the Solomon R. Guggenheim 
Museum in New York City has 
just performed an imdispensable 


᾿ service in publishing, in two well- 


Produced yolumes, Angelica Ru- 
denstine’s catalogue of the muse- 
um's “Paintings: 1880-1935.” 

These are expensive books—s85 
for the two volumes in the hard- 
cover trade edition, $40 for the 
paperback, available only at the 
mouseum—but even at this price 
they are unlikely to bring any- 
one but the printer 5. profit. Mrs 
Rudenstine, who occupies the 
position of research curator at 
the Guggenheim, has labored for 
more than five years on the prep- 
aration of this catalogue, and 
the resul is a marvel of whet 
such a Publication should be. 

Sels Standard 

Jt is, so far as I know, the 
first catalogue of its Kind that 
any museum devoted to modern 


- art has yet produced, and it sets 


Touseums will strive to meet.

paintings of Kandinsky occupy a 
large and crovcial plate in the 
Guggenneim's permanent collec- 
tion, the entries devoted to this 
artist are particularly important. 

What do we find in them? 
Well, in thé first item we 
encounter in Volume I we 
discover something quite star- 
tling. The large “Portrait of 
Marya Anastasievna, Chrousicho- 
va" 11900:, long considered—by 
Will Grohmann and other Kan- 
dinsky scholars—as the outstand- 
ing early realist painting of this 
creator of abstract art, turns oui 
not to have been painted by 
Kandinsky at afl but by another 
Russian artist, Dmitri Nikolae- 
vich Kardovsry. 

As the Guggenheim Muscum 
had been founded as a kind 
of shrine to Kandiusky’s genius, 
it is astonishing, to say the least, 
to discover that as recently as 
1950, when this painting was 
acquired by the museum, such a 
mistake could still be made by 
the guardians of Kandinsky's 
reputation, 

Vivid Glimpse 

Mrs. Rudenstine’s lengthy en- 
try on this painting gives us a 
vivid glimpse into Russian artis- 
tic life at the turn of the century 
as wel} as an intelligent account 
of the way an investigation into 
the authorship of the painting has 
been pursued. 

Less dramatic but mo 1655 in- 
teresting is her handling of some 
of the early abstract paintings. 
The question that has lately been 
at issue with these paintings is 
whether they are really abstract, 
or, a5 many specialists now be- 
lieve, actual representations of an 
esoteric religious iconozraphy. In 
2 lengthy entry on one of the key 
Pictures in this series—"“Light 
Picture” 11913)—Mrs. Rudenstine 


draws together ail the relevant 
materials in this dispute, and in 
another, on a painting called 
“Small Pleasures” (also 1913), she 
questions a recent interpretation 
of this work that would have us 
regard its title as an ironic ref- 
erence to a transfigurine ἀροῦν 
alypse. Only rarely, however, 
does Mrs. Rudenstine intrude 
with an opinion of her own. 

Ber great virtue in this cata- 
logue is in focusing attention on 
the key issues and in directing 
Us to the materials necessary for 
their resolution. With the Kan- 
dinsky entries, certainly, the 
museum has at last published 
something indispensable to the 
future study of the artist it was 
established to celebrate. 

A Ball Game 

But the information io be 
gleaned in this catalogue is of 
many kinds. Take the matier of 
the game that is being played in 
Henri Rousseau's delightful paint- 
ing “The Football Players” (1908). 
Is it rugby or soceer or, as Mrs. 
Rudenstine writes, “just a game 
of handball"? Ti is, she firmly 
asserts, rughy and tells us why: 
“Not only is the ball an oval one, 
but the players are most explic- 
itly using their hands, some- 
thing which only the goalie is 
Permitted to do in soccer." And 
then, for good measure, she re- 
produces a 1907 cartoon from a 
French newspaper, which Rous- 
sean may hare seen, about the 
French-English rughy match of 
the year, and then goes on to talk 
about the rugby pictures of 
Gleizes and Delaunnay, 

It is wonderful—and unusual 
—to see a project of this sort 
done 50 well and sustained at 
this length (the two volumes run 
to 746 pages), Everyone connect- 
ed with it, but especially Mrs. 
Rudenstine, is to be congratulated. 
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To mark its publication, the 
Guggent.eim Museum has done 
another unusual thing, It has 
filled its entire building with a 
selection of paintings from the 
Permanent collection that are 
discussed in these two volumes. 

Some Quarreis 

Of course, one can quarrel with 
detalls of the installation—was it 
really necessary to paint the 
walls of the upper ramps a dark 
Bray guaranteed to wipe out the 
delicate grays of the cubist 
paintings?—and with more than 
ἃ few of the selections. 

Surely it is time to retire the 
paintings of Rudolf Bauer, for 
example, from sérious considera- 
tion. Although they always have 
a certain comic interest, luoking. 
as they do, like 2 Hollywood stt 
designer's notion of a real “mod~ 
ern" picture, there is no longer 
any reason to show them in ἃ 
museum, and it is embarrassing 
to find them still around. 

Not the least engaging thing 
about Mrs. Rudemstine’s cata- 
logue is the way she handles this 
artist—with an almost unbroken 
silence.
